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MORGAN SCORED FOR 


BRITISH CONTRACT 


Thorough Study of Systems of Supplying the Poor and Needy 
Leads L. A. West to Recommend Cash Allowances 
Be Done Away With, Supplies Be Furnished 
[ ^ 
Through Purchasing Agent 


In a written statement to the Board of Supervisors to­ 
day, District Attorney L. A. West advised: 
First, that the county take out compensation insurance 
for its employes. The cost will be about $2335 a year. 
Second, that indigents receiving allowances from the 
county be supplied through the purchasing agent of the coun­ 
ty, that all cash allowances be cut off, that there be kept 
complete records showing the needs and condition of every 
person receiving county aid, that there be co-operation with 
the Associated Charities of Santa Ana and other charitable 
organizations. 
Third, that $40,947 accrued interest on the highway 
bonds be transferred from the highway improvement fund to 
the sinking fund. 
Fourth, that justices of the peace be furnished with 
blanks 
Fifth, that after Jan. I, 1916, fines for motor vehicle 
offenses go to the general road fund of the county instead of 
to the highway maintenance fund. 
Sixth, that a levy must be raised and a separate fund 
established for the maintenance of paved highways. 
Seventh, that there must be a levy to raise money to 
pay to the state four per cent upon money spent in this coun­ 
ty for state highway purposes.

SAYS RESIDENCE 


Los Angeles Examiner: Mrs. Llea- 
nonna Kuranaga, the American wife 
of Frank T. Kuranaga, a Japanese tea 
merchant at Redonda Beach, lost, her 
Berend attempt to become legally sep- 
arated from her husband when Judge 
Charles Monroe refused her a divorce 
yesterday and instead gave her a se­ 
vere reprimand for moving to Santa 
Ana to have her case tried there. 
Mrs. Kuranaga filed her latest suit 
for divorce in Santa Ana on January 
6, but her husband succeeded in hav­ 
ing the case transferred to the local 
courts. He was the first witness call­ 
ed and testified that they were mar­ 
ried on September 13, 1901, at Reno, 
Nev. 
Kuranaga admitted that he and 
his wife went to Reno to marry be­ 
cause they believed it was against t,he 
law to marry here. 
Mrs. Kuranaga then took the stand. 
She testified that she lived in Santa 
Ana for six months prior to the di­ 
vorce suit. 
“Why did you go to Santa Ana?’’ 
asked toe court. 
“To get a divorce.” 
“That is what I thought. This court 
will not tolerate 
residences 
plainly 
made for the purpose of giving juris­ 
diction. 
This was not a bona fide 
residence, but was made simply for the 
purpose of securing a divorce. 
For 
some time fills practice has been be­ 
coming common. Men and women go 
to Balboa or Huntington Beach, live 
there three months and then file suit 
for divorce in Santa Ana. This is a 
migrant evasion of Hie law.” 
In substance, Judge Monroe said 


that Orange county is becoming a sec- ag" 
ond Reno. 
Though Judge Monroe ordered the 
case dismissed, he stated that Kuran­ 
aga could bring a suit for divorce. His*

When the couple eloped Mrs. Kuran- 
pga was the daughter of wealthy par-' 
ents living in San Francisco, 
while 
her husband was a wealthy merchant. 
He was ruined by the earthquake and 
came down here where he engaged in 
the tea business.
